I wish there 
were some advice | could give to help you make said 
Preparations, but knowing where this is going, I've got 
zilch, So let me just tell you about the incredible creative 
teams that are working on this incredible storyline. 
First, let me introduce you to what we сай, їл the spirit 
of this story, THE BEYOND BOARD... 











ЛЕВ WELLS was the first person | contacted when we 
wanted to start building this story. Zebediah Chartreuse 
Wells wrote some of my favorite Spider-Stories of ай 
time ("Shed” in ASM, SPIDER-MAN/DOCTOR OCTOPUS: 
YEAR ONE, and the underrated AVENGING SPIDER- 
МАН), and after years of trying to coax him away from 
а lucrative career in television and goat waxing, he 
said, “Yes.” Zeb writes the most viscerally emotional 
scenes in comics, and | wanted that for this new era 
of Spider-Man. But once Zeb made his pitch and we 
realized the pace and scope of what the story would 
demand, we knew he would need help. So we built the 
best writing team comics has ever seen... 











Most comics start at a high point, and sales generally 
decrease. It’s just the natural order of things. KELLY 
THOMPSON is that rare writer whose books ძი! 
the natural order and get bigger and bigger. ls it 
because of a wide-ranging conspiracy between Kelly 
and the huge network of comic book retailers around 
the world? No. Well, unless you call the most hilarious 
‘and surprising character writing and а penchant for 
co-creating new, indelible characters (like Star and 
JEFF THE LANDSHARK) а conspiracy. I don't. I just 
love Kelly's writing and was pumped that she agreed 
to join the team. 








CODY ZIGLAR' participation here is Zebs fault. Cody 
and Zeb worked together in the writers’ room of the 
upcoming Marvel Studios Disney+ SHE-HULK show, and 


Zeb told me Cody was the real deal. After working 
with Cody on some short stories and one-shots, I knew 
Cody was the realest. Does he make up terms and then 
tell me that they are slang? Yes. Does he also surprise 
те constantly with hilariously relatable characters and 
daring plot turns? Also yes. 


There are some who criticize modern comics for losing 
the action-packed storytelling that made so many fans 
fall in love with the medium. SALADIN AHMED could 
NEVER be accused of such а thing. Over the last few 
years working on MILES MORALES: SPIDER-MAN--as 
well as BLACK BOLT, EXILES, and MS. MARVEL--Saladin 
has packed so much old-school action into his comics 
that you might think he doesn’t know how to wallop 
you in the gut with а plot-twist character moment. As 
the common recipient of the aforementioned wallops, 
1 can tell you he knows how. 


Last but definitely not least, let me introduce you to 
PATRICK GLEASON. I've worked on a few stories with 
multiple writers over the years, and one mistake I've 
made repeatedly is not involving an artist from the very 
start of the development process. | was not going to 
make that mistake again, but | have to admit | cheated 
abit. Yes, Pat is an artist. He is an AMAZING artist, as 
AMAZING SPIDER-MAN fans know from his various 
stories in ASM over the last few years. He is also the 
brain behind the Web-Head cover craze that may be the 
biggest cover-ort phenomenon I've seen in my nineteen- 
plus years in comics. So it makes sense for an artist of 
his caliber to be involved... Only now we come to the 
cheating-I didn’t just hire Pat because of his art. Pat is 
also an incredible writer, as his skull-spotting fans know 
from his years over at the Distinguished Competition. 
Pat's only written a few short things at Marvel, and | 
ат SUPER excited for Marvel fans to get to know Pat 
з a writer with his upcoming issues of “Beyond”! 


These five writers and the incredible Spider-Editorial 
team of Lindsey Cohick, Devin Lewis, and Danny 
Khazem (and EIC С.В. Cebvlski) got into a Zoom room 
back in December 2020 to map out this story that is 
finally in your hands. We lucky editors watched these 





incredible writers plot out eighteen issues (and later 
realized we needed one more) of the craziest Spider- 
Story ever, and then we unlucky editors had to wrestle 
with bringing an art team in to live up to the story. We 
shouldn't have worried as not only did we have help 
from our crack Talent Management team, led by Rickey 
Purdin and Dan Edington, but Marvel also has the best 
artists in the world, and the team that would take სი. 
the baton from Pat Gleason is as epic as the story. 


SARA РЇСНЕШ в a Hall of Fame comic book artist. 
The fact that she co-created Miles Morales should be 
enough for this incredible artist (who's also an incredible 
person), but she has continued to grow and show the 
world that she is the BEST. From the recent SPIDER-MAN 
series that she created with J.J. and Henry Abrams to 
SPIDER-MEN 2, her run on FANTASTIC FOUR, and so 
much more, Sara continues to quielly make her case 
аз the best artist in the world through her character 
design, character acting, and visceral action scenes. 


If you (foolishly) haven't been reading the BLACK CAT 
series that we've been publishing, you may not know 
the work of MICHAEL DOWLING. You're about to see 
Michael explode with his biggest platform yet, here 
оп ASM. I first saw Michael's work on the excellent 
Vertigo book Unfollow and was floored when Rickey 
Purdin told me he was available for BLACK CAT. There, 
Michael wowed me with his subtle character work and 
unbelievable gift for scope and panel design. You are 
all in for such а treat! 


CARLOS GOMEZ first showed Spidey-Fans what he was 
capable of on the AMAZING MARY JANE mini-series 
and, recently, the excellent AMERICA CHAVEZ book. It 
was his recent work on ASM that made me need him 
to stick around on the greatest comic book magazine. 
Carlos пої only draws gorgeous people and works his 
butt off to make some of the most complex and detailed 
work in the business, but he has also proved that he 
сап cut you to the core with his emotional drama. It 
was Carlos who drew the climactic death of Harry 
Osborn in ASM 8741 








We worried that we lost JORGE FORNES forever to 
the Distinguished Competition. Jorge cut his teeth at 
‘Marvel, but then he got stolen from us to draw Batman 
and Rorschach, but his work here is just the start of my 
STEAL JORGE FORNES BACK campaign. Just wait until 
you see what Jorge does! 








PACO MEDINA never ceases to surprise me with his 
untiring efforts to get better and botter and better over 
the years. Which is nuts because he was amazing ten 
and fifteen years ago. His unforgettable runs on NEW 
X-MEN and DEADPOOL are especially dear to my heart, 
and we're so lucky to add Paco to our artistic team. 


The last artistic contributor | need to talk about here is 
‘our cover artist, ARTHUR ADAMS. Arthur's art has pretty 
much owned my visual imagination si 
his work while sitting in а hospital 
‘when my brother Matt gave me CLASSIC X-MEN #14, 
and Arthur's cover burned itself into my brain. His hold 
‘on me only increased with his “Asgardian Saga” in 
X-Annvals and so many other incredible covers over 
the years. | did а happy dance when Arthur agreed to 
ძი these covers, and he has NOT disappointed.
